This was removed, and pru ved to b e the 
sou rce of all the trou b le, a portion of a 
steel needle which forty five y ears ago 
had penetrated Mrs. Messer’s foot and re 
mained there imb edded ever since. 


—Heretofore the circu mstances su r­ 
rou nding the official declaration of cases 
of Insanity , created b y law, have not only 
rendered necessary an amou nt of pu b lici­ 
ty very try ing to a sensitively nervou s or­ 
ganization, b u t even seemed to associate 
the misfortu ne of disease in some sense 
with miscondu ct. Before a patient show 
ing slight evidences of mental derange 
ment cou ld b e properly cared for, it ha« 
b een necessary to b ring him to the cou nty 
seat, where the ju dge has had to su mmon 
a ju ry and proceed very mu ch as in the 
case of a trial for an offense. This has 
b een recently changed b y statu te. Now 
the Ju dge, with the cou nty clerk or his 
depu ty , can proceed to the home of the 
patient, and are empowered to su mmon 
two phy sicians, and there, with or with 
ou t a ju ry , ex amine into the mental con 
dition of the patient, and the ju dge can 
on the report of the commission thu s or 
ganized, officially declare on the case 
The law is lame in that no provisiou i« 
made for fees or ex penses of the parties 
condu cting the investigation.
